The measure did not specify ‘the boun- 
daries of the proposed park which 
would be administered’ by a board of 
commissioners appointed by the gov- 
ernor. 

The commission would be empower- 
ed “at their discretion to make con- 
tracts with the Stone Mountain Con- 
federate Monumental association or 
other corporations for furtherance of 
the project of the memorial to the 
heroes of the Confederacy.” 

The bill says “the commissioners

How many aliens are to be found 
in those camps in unknown because 
there are no records kept containing 
that information, and at present the 
only way to get it is to visit each camp 
and interview each prisoner. The cost 
of this procedure to the government 
is prohibitive, he said. 

“But the wardens can furnish the 
information to the government with- 
out cost to the state and with the 
information the government can insti- 
tute deportation proceedings,” he said. 
From a financial standpoint alope it 
is to the advantage of the state to 
get rid of its criminals and insane. 
It cost more to maintain a convict 
in a camp than his services are worth 
to the county or state. 

The bills now pending before the 
legislature are intended to bring about 
co-operation between the state and 
federal governments in the deportation 
of these undesirable aliens. The only 
cost to the state will be the stationery 
and postage used in potifying the 
government of the whereabouts of the 
aliens. The government will bear the 
entire expense incident to their 
deportation. 

“From January -1, 1923, to June 
20, 1927, $2,645 has been paid to 
Fulton county alone for the main- 
tenance of aliens in the county jail 
under order of deportation, but near- 
ly all of them came from the U. §S. 
penitentiary. Only one was received 
from the state.”

_ ‘Phe present Macon tax rate is $1.25 
per hundred while a levy of one-fourth 
of one per cent is being made to pay 
for municipal improvements. The bill 
approved Tuesday night provides for 
a tax levy of $1.50 per hundred, one- 
fourth of one per cent of which will 
go toward retiring bonds and for mu- 
nicipal improvements. 

The fourth major change in the 
charter as provided for in the bill 
places in the city treasury, for use 
as the city sees fit, the $25,000 for- 
merly paid the water board.

Representative Charles J. Bloch ap- 
peared before the committee and ex- 
plained the various phases of the bill 
while a large delegation of citizens, 
including Walter DeFore, Judge C. 
L. Bartlett, C. T. Williamson, a mem- 
ber of the water board: Frederick W.

L. McKinney, publisher of the Macon 
News, and 6thers appeared in oppo- 
sition to the till 

The Macon delegation urged amend- 
ments striking out the major changes 
as provided and requested the com- 
mittee to kill the measure. The citi- 
zens urged that a referendum be gt- 
tached to the bill in the event of its 
passage so as to allow the citizens of 
the municipality a chance to pass 
upon the charter.

In many sections, growers reported 
that their crops were late, that they 
were busy curing and couldn't take 
time to attend sales and that they 
would be on hand later with high- 
grade leaf in large quantJties. 

Rains in some instances keep grow- 
ers and their product as well as visi- 
tors away from the sales.

ernor. In the event of the death or 
disqualification of the governor the 
lieutenant governor would succeed him 
under the same order of succession as 
the president of the senate now suc- 
ceeds the governor. The lieutenant 
governor would preside over the sen- 
ate. The president of the senate now 
is elected by vote of the senators and 
not by vote of the people. 

Dykes Named. 

Under an amendment to the lieu- 
tenant governor bill appended in the 
senate Tuesday, President E.. B. 
Dykes of the present senate would be 
named to fill the office, should the 
bill pass the house, be signed by the 
governor and meet the approval of 
the people in the election of 1928. His 
tenure, it was said, would be until 
1930. The amendment was offered to 
provide a terant for the office during 
the first term after ratification, which 
is was said, could not be accomplished 
in the same election by which the con- 
vention proposal might be ratified. The 
amendment also would make Senator 


Dykes autematically president of Ae 
1930 senate, since the bill provides 
that the lieutenant governor shall be 


[ex-officio président of the senior leg- 


islative branch.

day. . 

E. D. Rivers, president pro tem. of 
the senate, ruled that the bill would 
require only a majority vote for pas- 
sage, since it did not propose to call 
a coustitutional convention by the 
general assembly, but simply put the 
matter up to the people at a general 
election. 

The ruling of the chair was ques- 
tioned by Senator J. B. Jackson, of 
the 21st district, whereupon Senator 
H. H. Elders, of the second district, 
and one of the staunchest supporters 
of the measure, called for a vote on 
the chair’s ruling. 

Ruling Reversed. 

By count of 23 to 22 the upper 
house voted to reverse the ruling, 
while proponents of the convention 
bill scoured the capitol for stray sen- 
ators whose vote might alter the de- 
cision. 

Should the vote stand, the consti- 
tutional convention bill would require 
a two-thirds majority to pass the sen- 
ate. Under the Georgia constitution 
a constitutional convention cannot be 
ealled without a two-thirds vote of 
the general assembly. Supporters of 
the present bill contend that it is only 
a resolution to permit the people to 
voice their will in the matter. 

Both friends and foe were agreed 
that the convention bill is one of the 
most important matters to come be- 
fore a general assembly in many 
years. It was introduced by Senators 
Kiders, Rivers, of the sixth; Rosser, 
of the 44th; Lewis, of the 20th; Mil- 
ler, of the 40th: Greene, of the 23d, 
and Oberry, of the fifth district, 


Objects of Bill. 


The measure, as amended by Sena- 
tor Cone, of the 49th district, to 
strike out a provision calling for an 
expense appropriation, would call a 
peneres election during the coming 
September to select delegates and, on 
the same ballot, to decide whether or 
not the convention shall be held. Del- 
egates would be selected in the same 
manner and number as members of 
the house of representatives. 

Senator Rivers was the first speak- 
er in favor of passage, declaring that 
Reuben Arnold, Atlanta attorney, had 


the bill on behalf “of the Georgia 
Cracker of our rural districts.” 

The senator questioned Mr. Ar- 
nold’s motives in opposing the bill, in- 
sisting it was part of a general move 
to block a fair revision of Georgia's 
tax laws so as to include ‘wealthy 
evaders.” . 

Another of the bill’s advocates on 
the floor was Senator Elders, chair- 
man of the committee which returned 
a majority report. The speaker 
pointed out that it has been 50 years 
since a similar convention was called 
in Georgia and that the present con- 
stitution has been subject to innumer- 
able revisions. “We need a constitu- 
tion written by living men to meet 
living conditions,” he declared. 

Senator W. C. Hendrix, of Atlanta, 
opposed the bill and sounded a warn- 
ing against “the sinister influence of 
lobbyists,” which, he said, have grown 
in power since the day the present 
constitution was written. 

Another opponent was Senator 
Jackson, who said that Georgia stands 
in heed of law revision, “but a con- 
stitutional convention is net the way 
to do it. We should clear the calen- 
dars of the assembly of Jocal bills 
and devote ourselves to enacting safe 
and sane tax legislation.”

60 counties being unquestioned. 


This year’s acreage is around 
55,000 and 15,000 farmers are en- 
gaged in tobacco production. Many 
of these have been brought into 
the state within the past four years, 
North Carolina perhaps furnishing 
the largest number. 

Last year thexcrop brought $9.,- 
500,000. There were 51,000 acres 
in cultivation. 

Georgia tobacco is of the bright 
leaf variety and is used in the manu- 
facture of cigarettes, the leading 
cigarette manufacturing companies 
of the world being large buyers on 
the Georgia markets. :

revision of that one, be made in of- 
(ler to maintain the representatives ‘of 
the state in the congress,

in the provision above quoted. 

It was meant to give the general 
assembly the right and power to call 
a convention without the necessity of 
holding a referendum election to or- 
der it.

Essence of Project. 

The essence of the Japanese project 
it is understood is this: : 

It provides for the maintenance 
of the status quo, so far as cruiser 
strength is concerned, both for Great 
Britain and Japan, and gives the 
United -States an opportunity to 
“catch up” with fhem in powerfully 
armed and armored cruisers. 

The proposal declares that Great 
Britain and Japan shall cease, up toe 
1931, from any building of large 
cruisers beyond those already author- 
ized. It fixes the number of 10,000- 
ton cruisers to be built up to 1931 at 
12 for Great Britain and the United 
States,‘and eight for Japan. | 

This proposel is being closely ex- 
amined to see if it means that Great 
Britain and Japan can only carry out 
their “built and ‘building’ programs 
and not their projected programs. If 
it does mean this, it is said that pre- 
sumably it contains matter of con- 
siderable interest to Americans, 

Indér this interpretation the “built 
and building’ would, then constitute 
the total tonnage limitation for Great 
Britain and Japan up to 1931 and 
in the ease of Great Britain it is -esti- 
mated that it would bring the British 
naval total well under 400.000 tons. 
This is the figure the Americans gave 
the British and Japanese to under- 
stand a few weeks ago that they would 
be willing to-%0 to as a maximum in 
order to reach an agreement.

As weary telegraph editors were 
sending up their front page-make-up 
forms on the Atlantic coast Tuesday 
night four years ago, there flashed 
over the press association wires a 
brief bulletin that changed those front 
pages from routine to one which 


shocked a nation into grief and caused 
the world to mourn with the United 


tates. 
The bulletin said: 
Harding is dead.” 

It was in the Palace hotel tn San 
Francisco, after a. hard fight to over- 
come illness resulting from his trip 
to Alaska, that ~Warren Gamaliel 
Harding, the 29th -president of the 
United States, succumbed to apoplexy 
on the night of August 2. 1923. 

Mrs. Harding was at his bedside, 
encouraged by reports of physicians 
that the danger was over and the presi- 
dent was slowly but surely on the 
way to recovery. She was reading 
to him out of a magazine. Pausing 
at ‘the end of a paragraph ‘she let 
the magazine drop into her lap. e 


“President 


“That sounds good; go ahead,” sa 
the president. 

Died Suddenly. 
were his last words. A mo- 
ment later he threw his right hand 
over his head—and sank. down. dead. 

‘Mrs., Harding; unable to. compre- 
hend the tragedy, rushed for doctors, 
but in vain, and that night, as the 
theater audiénces saw the last portion 
of the feature pictures end, they were 
shocked to read on the screen 
news of the passing of the 
president to die in office. 

President Harding died without 
warning, struck down by ‘apoplexy 
in. a weakened condition after an ill 
ness lasting exactly one week. 


Calvin Coolidge, then vice president, 
took the oath of office at 2:47 o'clock 
the following morning. by the light 
of a farm lamp, at the home of his 
father, a notary public, whom he was 
visiting. 

Harding’s death. eame as an un 
expected and profound.shock, as phy- 
siclans had reported him steadily 
gaining in health, althongh somewhat 
restless, 

The national tribute that followed 
his death has rarely been equaled. As 
the funeral train passed across the 
continent from California -to Wash- 
ington thousands stood bareheaded to 
pay their last mark of respect to the 
dead chief of the nation.

Rumors That Ford Is Buying in 
Timken Roller Discounted By 
Barnum. Stock, However, 
Jumps 164 Points Tuesday.’ 


New York, August 2.—Call money 
again renewed at 4 per cent with the 
banks calling a moderate amount of 
loans trading in stocks was checked 
but not before steel common, General 
Motors and a few other leaders made 
new highs. . 

Timken Roller covered more ground 
than any other stock opening at 125 
1-2 up 1 14 points from the closing 
and then advancing 16 1-2 points to 
141. When the stock first began its 
sensational advance there was talk 
heard throughout Wall street of prof- 
its to come from a large order placed 
by Ford. When the price continued 
to advance rumor had it that Ford 
was buying the stock to acquire con- 
trol of the company. A’ pool has been 
operating in the stock for months. 
This year’s low price is 78. 

With news searce it does not take 
much to start rumors in Wall street. 
Ford may be buying control of the 
Timken company but the chances are 
that Ford has his hands full right 
now without taking on any more re- 
sponsibilities. While Ford was mak- 
ing new high records in yearly produc- 
tion running as high as 50 per cent of 
the country’s total automobile output 
Ford bought one raw material com- 
pany after another to save profits. 
However, with production now prac- 
tically at a standstill awaiting the new 
model these Ford subsidiary companies 
are a liability instead of an asset. 


Figures of the Ford glass and coal 
and textile and other subsidiary com- 
panies are not available. What is hap- 
pening, however, is plain from the 
earnings just published of the De- 
troit, Toledo and Ironton railroad.

Figuring the Income from a Bond. 
While the method of figuring the 
precise yield of a bond is very com-

COTTON FUTURES AUT 
VITAL, SAYS HARRIS 


Passage by the present legislature 
of the Rivers’ bill, which would lift 
the ban on legitimate trading in cot- 
ton future in Georgia, would bring 
great benefits to the cotton mill inter- 
ests of the state as well as the cot- 
ton growers of the state, George Ss, 
Herris, president of the American 
Cotton Manufacturers’ association, de- 
clared in a statement Tuesday. 

Mr. Harris, one of America’s fore- 
most textile men and president of the 
Exposition cotton mills of Atlanta, on 
the executive committee of the Textile 
Intitute of America and former pres- 
ident of the Georgia Cotton rape 2 
turers’ association, said that the pre@s- 
ent legislative status of cotton trading 
in Georgia places textile interests here 
at a serious handicap. “Whether one 
likes the idea or not, the fact remzins 
that the cotton futures contract is the 
very life of the cotton business 
throughout the world,” Mr. Harris ex- 
plained. “And when I say this I am 
speaking of the legitimate cotton busi- 
ness and have no reférence to bucket 
shops and gambling places.” 

Mr. Harris outlined the process of 
cotton industry, showing the need for 
relief from existing conditions that 
would result by psssage of the Rivers’ 
cotton futures contracts bill now pend- 
ing before judiciary committee No. 1, 
of the senate, 

Explains Conditions. 

“A mill must accept orders today 
for cloth to be delivered in November 
and December. The contract provides 
that the cloth shall not only be deliver- 
ed at that time but that it must be 
made of new crop cotton, which today 
does not actually exist and for which 
there is no known price. In order 
to quote a price for these deliveries 
the mill must know at what price it 
can buy its cotton in October. To 
knew this price in advance the mill 
must buy a future contract for cotton 
to be delivered in October, which con- 
tract must be enforceable .on both 
buyer and seller. 

“When October rolls around, the 
mill, which has had very necesstry 
price insur.nce through its futures 
contract, will sell the contract and 
buy the actual spot cotton.
